Report of Christian Endeavor Convens
tion at York, Pa.

Rev, J. V. McAninch, delegate to
the Stiate Convention of Christian
Endesvor saciely, which was held at
York, Pa., on the 17th inst., returoed
Inst week. Mr. MeAnioch gave s
very full acoount of Lhe convention
proceedings Lo his congregation on
Bnbbath evening, the following being
a brief synopsis of the report:—

There were present at the Convens
tion more than 4,000 delogates, all of
whom were thers to do, and reéceive
the most good possible. All thivgs
congpired to make the convention the
most successiul ever held in the stute;
the perfect arraogements of the hall,
the eolerlaioment, tbe music, the
speakers, and the bearly reception
and welcoms by the people of York
made (be delegates feel they were
indeed welcome.

The report of state sccretary Me-
Dooald shows that during the past
year Pennsylvavia has done a good
work. There are sltogether 3,150 so-
cieties in the atate, including 2
Mother's, 1 Benior, 2,644 Young Peo-
ple’s and 612 Juoior, with s total
membersbip of 132,382 of which 24,-
715 are Juniors. Penosylvania car-
ried off two of the banuers at Cleve.
Iand at the Interoational convention
for the largest gain in number of so-
cieties in auy state or provioce, the
vel gaio beiog 914.  The large hall
which seated from 6,000 to 7,000 was
filled to its utmost; at times there
being held two overflow meetings,
The sunrise prayer meetings were well
nttended and were of much spiritual
profit. Noonday evangelistioservices
wore held by the delegates nt the va.
rious mills and factorics at which
much good was done. At o epecial
servioe of this kiond, held the last
night of the convention, tho pressnce
und power of the Holy Spirit was
wonderfully manifest, their being
about 80 persons who sigoified their
desire Lo live a christian life.
